MESSAGES RECEIVED FROM 
PRATAS. 


“QUITE SATISFACTORY.” 


"The weléome news that wireless 
communication with Pratas Shoal 
had already been established and 
thnt a regular service was expect- 
ed td be instituted before the end 
of the present typhoon season was 
made in the course.of diseussion 
at the’ meeting of the’ Finance 
‘Coniniittee meeting which follow= 
ed yesterday's Legiglative Chuneil 
meeting. 

The great help a's regitvds 
typhoon warnings, of . regular 
messages from a point where the 
.future course of the typhoon is so 
often determined has been em- 
phasised from time to time and 
when the negotiations broke 
Gown for the ‘building of a 
meteorological station under. the 
tegis‘of the Hongkong Govern- |:
